the residents of Elliott county and im¬ 
pressing upon them the necessity of 
people of the mountains in standing 
together and not punishing one of their 
members just to gratify a desire of 
some enemy In the Bluegrass. 

Shortly after the decision of the 
Court of Appeals last Thursday, in 
which the court sustained the ruling of 
Judge Carnes In the change of venue 
question. A. F. Byrd stated to the cor¬ 
respondent at Lexington that the 
prosecution would not be ready for 
trial at this term of court. When told 
that it was even rumored then that 
the defense would ask for a dismissal 
If the representatives of the Common 
wealth failed to snow up, he said it 
was Just as well that the proceedings 
be thus disgraced as to go through a 
trial and have It to end even more 
disgracefully.

STORM BOWLING GREEN 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN JOIN IN 
BIG PARADE. 


TENT MEETINGS TTF.T.D TO HEAR 
PROHIBITION SPEECHES. 


ELECTION SET FOR JUNE 6. 


Bowling Green, Ky.. May 27.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—This wns a gala day for the 
temperance people of this city and 
county. The regular County Court day 
crowd was augmented by hundreds of 
people from the surrounding country 
who had come to participate In a pub- 
lit? demonstration against Ihe open sa¬ 
loon. Services were held at 10:30 a. m, 
in a large tent, which has a seating 
capacity of about 2,500 people, and 
which has been used for the past month 
for like services ds ft?. ’ -* 

After a short meeting at the tent, the 
large assemblage formed in a proces¬ 
sion, and, headed by a band from Rus 
sellvlile, paraded through the principal 
streets. Carried by the marchers were 
hundreds of banners which were used 
In the Owensboro campaign, and bore 
numerous Inscriptions against the 
liquor traffic. In the parade were men, 
women and children, it being estimated 
that there were at least fifteen hundred 
people In line. 

When the parade reached the park 
square. Evangelist Mordecal Ham ad¬ 
dressed the assemblage and a number 
of temperance songs were sung by the 
assembled multitude. 

Another service was held at the tent 
this afternoon, at w’hlch time a number 
of the most prominent men out In the 
county made strong temperance speech¬ 
es. After this service another parade 
w’as formed with the children, when 
about five hundred paraded the main 
streets, carrying banners and singing 
temperance songs. The day’s work was 
completed to-night with tw’o big ral¬ 
lies, one at the tent and the other at 
the courthouse. 

The local option election is on June 
6, and the demonstration to-day w’as 
for the purpose of showing tho mer¬ 
chants an« business men how the vot¬ 
ers out in the county stood on the 
question. 


FARMERS SET TOBACCO 
PLANTS ON SUNDAY 


RAIN FURNISHES OPPORT UN IT Y 
WHICH CANNOT BE 
PASSED BY. 


Paris, Ky.. May 27.—[Special.]— 
Ordinarily, farmers do not w*ork on 
Sunday, but there are times when ne¬ 
cessity compels It. Taking advantage 
of the season made by the heavy rein 
Saturday afternoon. Bourbon-county 
farmers set out their tobacco plants 
Sunday. There was a .tremendous de¬ 
mand for help to get the first setting 
completed, and had there been a good 
stand of tobacco plants, more labor 
w'ould have been needed. In many of 
the tobacco beds there were enough 
plants to set out from three to five 
acres of tobacco, and many of there 
were picked out of the beds after the | 
rain Saturday night by lantern light. , 
The tobncco crop this season will be 
late, but the Indications are that it 
will be a good one. Owing to the late¬ 
ness of the plants, the setting of the 
crop will be apt to continue until after 
the middle of June. 


Washington, May 27.—A badly mud- 
bespattered party, at the head of which 
was President Roosevelt, got off a car 
of the Washington, Alexandria and 
Mount Vernon electric railway here 
shortly before 6 o’clock this evening. 
They had been »on a visit to Mount 
Vernon, part of the trip being by horse¬ 
back, and had been caught In a heavy 
show’er, and were splashed from head 
to foot with mud. The other members 
of tho party, besides the President, were 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Ethel Roosevelt, 
Postmaster General Meyer and Capt. 
Fltzhugh Lee, one of the President's 
military aides. 

The trip tn many respects w-as a 
'‘rough riding” one. The President has 
explored on horseback much of the 
country about Washington lying north 
of the Potomac river. He also hap 
made occasional visits across the river 
west of Washington. He was anxious, 
how’ever, to make the longer trip to 
Mount Vernon, and several days ago 
planned to-day’s excursion. The party. 

accordingly started at 11 o’clock. 

• • • 

Storm Overtook Party. 

The distance from Washington to 
Mount Vernon is sixteen miles. The 
trip to Alexandria was made by trolley 
in half an hour. At the city’s outskirts 
the President’s orderly, McDermott, 
was awaiting the party with five good 
saddle horse*. It took but a few min¬ 
utes for the party to mount and get off. 

They hsd cantered along the road, 
however, but four miles, when a severe 
storm overtook them. They did not 
have time to find shelter before all of 
them got drenched almost to the skin. 
Finally * they espied an unoccupied 
farmhouse along the roadside, and 
sought shelter under the “lean-to” at 
the rear for half an hour. Covering In 
an outbuilding also was found for the 
horses. There was a remarkably heavy 
downpour of rain and vivid flashes of 
lightning, accompanied by peals of 
thunder. 

Mount Vernon was reached about 2 
o’clock, almost an hour behind the 
scheduled time. Here Col. Dodge, the 
superintendent of the grounds, gave the 
party a cordial welcome, showed them 
over tho grounds, about 2.000 acres In 
all. through the mansion and the vari¬ 
ous buildings and pointed out to them 
the Fairfax estate in the distance. 
There were a number of visitors at 
Mount Vernon and the President shook 
hands with them. 

• • • 

Luncheon Served. 

Lunch wns served In tho old house 
used ns a kitchen on state occasions in 
Colonial times, but now occupied as a 
dining-room. Col. Dodge was ono of 
the party at lunch. Tho guests were 
ready to return to Washington at 3:30 
o’clock, but again a rain set in and de¬ 
layed them for fifteen minutes. Then 
the sun shone again and the party set 
off for Washington. 

At Alexandria a number of people 
were assembled to whom the President 
bowed Ms acknowledgements. There 
the presidential party boarded the spe¬ 
cial car for the remaining seven miles. 

President Roosevelt was the first to 
alight from the car when It reached 
Washington. He and Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Mis* Ethel at once went to the 
White House, where the President re¬ 
sumed his mork at the Executive of¬ 
fice. He Showed every evidence of hav¬ 
ing enjoyed his outing.

Capital Visited By Severe Electrical 
Storm. 

’Washington, May 27.—One of the se¬ 
verest electrical storm* that Washing¬ 
ton has experienced for a year passed 
over the city this afternoon. It w r aa 
accompanied by a violent wind, which 
did considerable damage to the trees 
and shrubbery In the Mall and Capitol 
grounds and In variou* parts of the 
city. 

In the Capitol grounds about fifty 
tree* were damaged, several from 
twenty-, e to forty feet high being 
uprooted. Trolley lines In the vicinity 
of the city suffered severely, and tele¬ 
graph communication with points aouth 
waa interrupted. ^ 

Indiana Hard Hit. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 27.—A severe 
wind and electrical storm last night did 
much damage In different parts of the 
State. Trees and fences were blown 
down and houses In many localities 
were destroyed. 

At North Vernon one dwelling was 
demolished and several roofs were 
blown away. At Hammond, John Han¬ 
sen w»as killed by lightning. Blossoms 
wore ftrlpped from the tree* by hall 
and wire communication w'a* interrupt¬ 
ed. The oil refinery at Griffith was 
struck by lightning. 

Snow In Michigan. 

Detroit, Mich,, May 27.—Snow* Is re¬ 
ported from all over the lower Peninsu¬ 
lar of Michigan to-day. with a veritable 
winter blizzard prevailing over th* 
Saginaw valley. Cadillac reports that 
five Inches of snow fell last night, with 
more coming, and six inches have fal¬ 
len at Potoskcy. Snow fell during the 
morning at Jackson and Kalamazoo. 


Santiago. Cuba, May 27.—The strike 
situation in this city became very much 
aggravated to-day. There was consid¬ 
erable shooting throughout the day. 
and at one time this afternoon a se¬ 
rious outbreak wag threatened. 

The business district of’the city is 
being guarded by five hundred mem¬ 
bers of the Rural Guard. Many rifle 
shots were exchanged with rioters, but 
no one has been reported killed. It is 
supposed the firing was for the purpose 
of Intimidation. One bullet entered the 
offices of the Ward Line of steam¬ 
ships. 

Open threat* to burn property are 
being made, and with thte approach to 
anarchy many citizens of Santiago are 
arming themselves. They declare the 
situation to be unbearable.

It is admitted on all sides 
that should Cabrera carry out his in¬ 
tention of executing the nineteen men 
accused of complicity In the alleged at¬ 
tempt -to assassinate him. Mexico w’ould 
be forced to intervene. 

More light is thrown on the recent 
attempt to assassinate Cabrera by A. 
P. Hawley, an American business man, 
who ha* returned from a trip to Guate¬ 
mala and the Central American repub¬ 
lics. 

“Tw'o days after the alleged at¬ 
tempt," said Mr. Hawley, "It w f a* known 
about Central America that the whole 
business was a sadly garbled plan 
framed up by Cabrera himself In an in¬ 
spired moment, to arouse the sympa/thy 
of the country and the neighboring re¬ 
public* In his behalf. 

"All he got was a thinly veneered 
note of regret and sympathy from the 
various countries, who were, a* a mat¬ 
ter of courtesy, obliged to accept the 
statement of the Government. 

”In Guatemala City every one know* 
that the explosion of a few’ harmless 
powder caps wo* all a prearranged af¬ 
fair. Cabrera had another motive in 
the bufdne«s f too. Nineteen men were 
arrested, charged with the crime, and 
after fastening the charge upon them, 
he is going to show’ his great and good 
magnanimity to all the w’orld by par¬ 
doning each and every one o<f them. 
Thl* ttfotke play 1* to gain the confidence 
of the outside world." 


SECRETARY BROWN 


Chicago Paper Says Railroads Are 
Preparing For Stringent 
Economy. 


Chicago. May 27.—Between 60.000 and 
100,000 men will be thrown out of em¬ 
ployment by the railroad* of the coun¬ 
try' before the end of the first week 
In June, according to the Record-Her¬ 
ald. It has been the custom In the past 
for the railroads to reduce their pay¬ 
roll* at the beginning of summer, but 
this year the roads have issued espe¬ 
cially stringent economy orders, and 
the worklng forces will be reduced to 
the lowest possible poln/t. 

In addition to the employes In the 
regular service, many thousands of la¬ 
borers will be discharged by the rail¬ 
roads which have abandoned new work 
and new extensions, owing to the diffi¬ 
culty of raising money. 


REPORT OF BIG MERGER 

IS STRONGLY DENIED. 


New Haven. Conn., May 27.—Owing ti 
the fact that President C. S. Mellon is 
absent from New Haven, no statement 
could be had from him to-day relative 
to tho reported formation of a merger 
or working agreement betw’een the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford and 
the Pennsylvania railroads, which 
would give the Pennsylvania control 
of lines from the Central West and the 
Gulf to 8t. John, N. B. In another high 
official source, however, an absolute 
and unqualified denial cvf the rejK>rt 
wa* made. The denial can be regarded 
a* authoritative. 


Will Use Hi* Influence In Behalf of 
the Prisoners. 

Washington, May 27—The State De¬ 
partment officiate are w r atching with 
interest developments In Guatemala, 
where great confusion exists as the re¬ 
sult of the recent attack upon the life 
of President Cabrera. A wild panic 
appears to have seized upon the Gov¬ 
ernment of that country and arrests 
have been made by the wholesale of 
persons suspected of complicity In the 
attempted assassination. Senor Canto, 
who wv*e for some time Chilean Ccnsul 
General at Guatemala City and who 
ha* Just been transferred to a fflmilar 
post in London, called upon Secretary 
Root to-day and described at length 
the deplorable condition of affairs in 
Guatemala. 

Philip Brown, the American Charge 
and Secretary’ of the legation at the 
Guatemalan capital, has reported to 
the State Department by cable upon 
the event* connected with President 
OaJbrera’8 effort* to punish the Insti¬ 
gators of the attack and also to crush 
the incipient rebel Man which threatens 
the country. 

Mr. Brown Joined the o:her members 
of the dlploma/ti-c body In Guatemala 
City in a protest directed to Cabrera 
against the proposed execution of no 
less than nineteen person* who had 
been arrested by the police In connec¬ 
tion with the attempted assassination, 
and when he reported this fact to the 
State Department he w^as advised 
against interference, in view of hi* 
statement that, w’hile a number of for¬ 
eigners were included In the list of 
condemned, none of therm was an 
American. However, Mr. Brown ha* 
Again cabled the department asking if 
he might use hi* personal Influence in 
bahalf of the prisoner* and Secretary 
Root to-day cabled him the necessary 
permission. The department probably 
Will be pleased If Brow n can avert the 
execution of the sentences, for it 1* 
probable that the execution of any otf 
these foreigners upon the evidence 
agailiiis* them will lead to forcible for¬ 
eign intervention.

The kart man of the special 
venire wa* disqualified early thl* aft¬ 
ernoon, and Judge Fremont Wood* 
postponed tbe trial uivtill Friday morn¬ 
ing. when Sheriff Hodgln is to produce 
another special venire of slrty-one 
men. The odd number was Jocularly 
asked for by the defense in the hope of 
changing the luck that has dogged tihe 
even numbers used. 

Th£ work of Jury filling I* stopped at 
the vacancy created by the seventh 
peremptory challenge, so that there re¬ 
main three more peremptory chal¬ 
lenges. Beside* that there is a chance 
that Juror TourtieHotte, who objected 
to the Infliction of the death penalty 
save in war or anarchy, will be excused 
when it comes time to finally swear tfy> 
Jury, ami Juror A. P. Burns te suffering 
from lumbago. These cl rcunwtanc.es 
leave the da4e of the completion of the 
Jury in doubt. 

Prior to th^ Issuance of the newr ve¬ 
nire E. F. Richardson, for the defense, 
fstrongiy intimated that the previous 
lists had been mode up in a manner 
unfair to the prisoner. He said that of 
the 5,000 citizen* available for Jury 
duty fully 1,200 were members of labor 
unions. One hundred and sixty tales¬ 
men had been before the court, yet 
only one of the number wa* a labor 
union man, and only two others ware 
workingmen. He said that there w’ere 
only fifty or sixty bankers in the coun¬ 
ty’, yet nine of them had been found in 
the lists. He snld that the figure* made 
another singular coincidence, and pro¬ 
tested against the taJewnen being 
drawn from the farmer and merchant 
classes rather than from the main body 
of citizens. 

Judge Wood in reply su3d that he 
had absolute confidence in Sheriff 
Hodgln. and would moke no suggestion 
to him as to the manner in whdeh he 
made up his lists. 

Scruples ogalnist capital punishment 
and prejudice against the acceptance of 
circumstantial evldenbe, rathor than 
opinions that gave bias, were the 
stumbling blocks of the talesmen ex¬ 
amined to-day. Man after man averred 
that he was against faking human life 
un-der any clrcumstances, and they all 
stoutly resisted attempt* to show’ that 
tihe belief hod been recently or conven¬ 
iently advanced. 

There was a long and at time* pic¬ 
turesque fight over the qualification of 
Juror Harmon Cox. a veteran, who 
gave up carpentering to fight three and 
n half years in the Civil War, then to 
Join tihe gold rusher* of the late sixties, 
ond then farmed for thirty years. The 
defense held that Juror Oox did not 
have sufficient mental qualification* to 
sit in so grave a case, and tried for 
nearly two hour* to disqualify him.

Washington. May 27.—[Special.] -The 
Supreme Court to-day postponed until 
the next term, October, tbe motion to 
advance in the case of William Adair 
vs. the United States, from the Eastern 
Kentucky district.

Attorneys* Contention. 

Hte attorneys ’contend that the sec¬ 
tions of the act violated are unconsti¬ 
tutional. "First, because Section, 1U is 
not a regulation of commerce within 
the meaning of the commerce clause 
erf the Constitution. 

"Second, because said section violates 
the fifth amendment to the Federal 
Constitution In that It deprives the 
plaintiff in error of his property with¬ 
out due process of !nw. 

“Third, because by the first section 
of the act, interstate and Intrastate 
employes are so commingle:! that it te 
not posable to make the act apply only 
to interstate employe*, unless the 
courts read Into the act something 
which Congress has not put there, and 
this tho courts will not do. Admittedly 
Congree** has no power to regulate In¬ 
trastate commerce. 

• • • 

Union Or Nonunion. 

“Fourth, because said Section to of 
the act unreasonably classifies union 
laborers and s?rekD to confer upon them 
privileges which are not accorded to 
nun union ia borer*, and also gives an 
undue preference and advantage to 
union laborers engaged In train opera¬ 
tion or train service, as against union 
laborers otherwise employed." 

The triaj court overruled the demur¬ 
rer of the plaintiff in error to the in¬ 
dictment And sustained the constitu¬ 
tionality of Sections 1 and 10 of the 
act. The United State* District Court 
for the Western district of Kentucky 
ln a similar Indictment under the same 
sections orf the act sustained a demur¬ 
rer to the indlcthicnt and held that the 
sections of the act were unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Through Judge Cochran’s decision, 
from which an appeal was allowable, 
tho Government Is thus able to bring 
the case before the Supreme Court, 
which it could not do under the de¬ 
cision of Judge Kvnn* in a similar 
case. 

It will therefore be a* late aa Janu¬ 
ary before the Supreme Court can hear 
argument*, even in the event of the 
case’s advancement at the October 
term.

Charges Against Rodenburg. 

The Post-office Department has re¬ 
ceived no official notice of the charges 
*aJd to be In course of preparation 
against Representative Rodenburg. of 
Illinois, w r ho te alleged to have required 
of hte appointee in the Bast St. Louis 
post-office a division of salary with 
(hla brotiher, Charles Rodenburg, the 
assistant postmaster. The salary of 
the postmaefter is $2,900, and Mr. Ro- 
denhurgte part as an assistant in the 
office was to be $1,100. oocordiing to the 
report* from St. Louis.

Commission Sustained. 

There were handed dowm ln the Su- 4 
pro me Court to-day by Mr. Justice Mc¬ 
Kenna two decisions sustaining orders 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. One of the cases, the Central 
Yellow Pine Association vs. the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company et al.. In¬ 
volved an advunce of tw*o cents per 
hundred pounds In the rates on yellow 
pine lumber from East fauisiana, Ala¬ 
bama and Mississippi to CaJro and 
other Ohio river points, Evansville, 
Louisville and Cincinnati. 

The other case involved a similar ad¬ 
vance in the rate* on lumber from 
Georgia to those Ohio river points. The 
commission Issued order* In both cases 
forbidding the enforcement of the ad¬ 
vanced rate*. 

These cases were strenuously con¬ 
tented. not only before the commission, 
but In both the lower court* and the 
Supreme Court, and not only Involved 
large amounts but also questions of 
vital Importance.

After the attack Foster was 
tnken to his home In Portland, where his 
wounds were dressed by a physician. 

Supt. Funk said the matter was report¬ 
ed to tho police, and after tho crowd had 
dispersed a policeman appeared on the 
scene. Supt Funk said Foster had been 
working for the company for about two 
year*?, off and on. and had never Joined 
the union. He said this was th© seventh 
time Foster had been assaulted lately.

Vole, Toothsome Sea Food. 

[Chicago Chronicle.] 

Tho lobster is fast becoming extinct, 
the soft-shell crab Is getting scarcer 
and scarcer, tho Alaska salmon show* 
signs of decreasing, and now they tell 
us that the Delaware shad, famous as 
the best-flavored of all shad. Is myste¬ 
riously disappearing from its haunts in 
the Delaware river. 

Those wise old gentlemen of Virginia 
and the Southern Atlantic States who 
were responsible for the discovery and 
establishment of so many good things 
to oat were the first to appreciate the 
shad. The n»h was preferred 
to catches from all other strew ms. not 
only because of its unusual size, but 
also on account of the firmness of Its 
meat and the gamlneas of its taste. 
Shad from Chesapeake Bay, from the 
Savannah river or streams farther 
South could not approach It In excel¬ 
lence. "Farther North, better the fla¬ 
vor," ran the old fisherman's axiom, 
and the high-living Southerners in 
Washington gave this ruling their ex¬ 
perienced approval. 

The present season is the third In suc¬ 
cession In which the numbers of the 
Delaware shod have decreased most 
alarmingly. The fishermen have asked 
an investigation of the matter, and al¬ 
ready gome preliminary work has been 
done. The experts are Inclined to be¬ 
lieve that the grevU amount of coal dust 
that now goes Into the river Is respon¬ 
sible for th*' driving out of the profit¬ 
able and delicious yearly visitors. But 
the problem of bringing back the shad 
la complicated by the fact that ho one 
known w’here they spend the months 
after making their annual migration 
from the Delaware river. This same 
mystery obscures the life habits of the 
Alaskan salmon. 

It’s time that the United States pro¬ 
duced a great fish expert. If some of 
the busy natural let 8 who are deriving 
fair incomes from investigating birds, 
be^s. flowers or trees would only turn 
their attention to animal life in the wa¬ 
ter. the country would humbly appre¬ 
ciate it. For If we don’t turn out a sub¬ 
marine Sherlock Holmes in the near fu¬ 
ture we are likely to see the terrapin 
or even the sacred codfish disappear 
permanently from the American bill of 
fare.

WONG KONG IN THE THROES OF

It does seem that the time Is rapidly 
approaching far the South to onoe mar* 
asram© th© leaxleruhlp of the Demo¬ 
cratic party. If it dbe» not in 1908 it 
certainly wRl in the campaign after 
flhat The talk of a Southern madi 
grows stronger. It looks as Chough the 
waving of the bloody shirt Is not to be 
revived. The aid spirit of sectional 
fooling whioh made Southern domina¬ 
tion inexpedient is a thing of the post. 
For tho last six months, and even nvnri\ 
thi* talk of the South leading ha* been 
going on. Ln u ommnuntcuilon printed 
hero some month* ago I took occasion 
to point It out. The sentiment favor¬ 
able to rflils has been Increasing slnre. 
What Is tho reason for It, is a question 
tvml without odtiler Interest or import 
and might well be considered horu 
There is the belief that only under 
Southern leadership can the party be 
reunited. That the South represents 
issues upon which all Democrats of 
every shade can stand. They are In 
brief a tariff for revenue only and th© 
rights of the States as guaranteed by 
th© Ootnatrttujtlon. No radical Isms 
tending to frighten conservative Demo, 
emts and Independent voters are in¬ 
volved in the Houthern leadership. 
Furthermore, mast of the Democratic 
leader® best known to the country at 
large are from the South. There Is no 
doubt that Western leadership, with 
its radical Isms, was and is a failure. 
The campaign® of 1896 und 1900 amply 
prove tills. The mild conservatism in¬ 
volved In the Eastern leadership of 
1904 was no more successful. F*lrst, 
because it failed to command the unit¬ 
ed support of the radical wing, and 
second, because It® platform was 
framed more for th© purpose of get¬ 
ting votes than to enunciate Demo¬ 
cratic principles. The Southern De¬ 
mocracy has had no quarrel with any 
other section as the Eastern and West¬ 
ern has. ' 

A question discussed with some In¬ 
terest is whether the South is quit© 
willing to undertake the reBppwrfWllty 
and become the Moses of the Demo¬ 
cratic party. As to that there is some 
diversity of opinion. Leaders here In 
touch with Democrats beyond Ma«m 
and Dixon’s line inform your corre¬ 
spondent that some of the Southern 
headers are exhibiting some timidity in 
taking thl® ®tep. They are in doubt 
a® to the wisdom of it; whether the 
old sectional feeling has sufficiently 
dlod out. But thc^e leaders are in the 
minority. Th© general trend *eems to 
t»« that If the party actually wants 
the South to take th© l©ad It will do so. 
There is no doubt that it will prove a 
South quite different from that of 1906 
—one not wedded to free silver coin¬ 
age or any crazy popultartlc scheme. 
People here have begun to look upon the 
South both as prosperous ana con¬ 
servative. The latter Is a virtue which 
the Democratic party is badly in need 
of.

Bryan’s Friends Vigilant. 


The friends of Mr. Bryan are not 
elated over the situation. Alexander 
Troup, of New Haven, who Is one of 
the most radical boomers, has attacked 
the boom of Senator Daniel, urging 
that It is the work of Thomas F. Ryan 
and no one els©. This Is the sort of fir© 
that any Southern Democrat may ex- 
peot If he assumes to compete for the 
nomination next year. Rofh Mr. 
Bryan and his friends realize tho 
necessity of keeping the South in lino 
for him next year.

It may be stated as a fact that if some 
Soutiherm man—Senator Daniel, cr who¬ 
ever lie may be—cranes out In the open 
as an opposition candidate to the Ne¬ 
braskan, those undecided Democrats 
wilt aocond him thf.flr sui»port.

ALL OFFICERS ASSASSINATED, 


Berlin, May 27.—According to dls- 
patohes received from Shanghai and 
Hong Kong, native rioters have de¬ 
stroyed the Gorman mission station at 
Lien Chow, near Pakhol.

CATS GOING TO INDIA. 


Device To Destroy Rats Which Over¬ 
run tho Plague Districts. 


[London Dally Mirror.] 

One hur»*tred cats of th© ordinary 
housrihWd variety are being exported 
from Londbn to India in order to de¬ 
stroy the rats which at present over¬ 
run the plague dUffrlot®. 

In the opinion of old Anglo-Indians, 
the Government is ill-advised In adopt¬ 
ing this method of decoying the East¬ 
ern rodent. It Is a«5»umed that the rats 
distribute the plngue in the Cen-tral In¬ 
dian dlriTkits; but ns ft distinguished 
old Indian fighter remarked to the 
Daily Mirror yesterday, better a plague 
of rats than an unlimited chorus of 
cats. _. 

“Cats breed tike vemrrin. and though 
th© mokes keep down th© rat triha 
self-reapectdng reptfi® ever look at 
a furry, foul-mouthed mouser. 

“Tt win be a repetition of the rabbit 
plague in Australis. India will be over¬ 
run with the greatest peat known to 
civilization.”

Meanwhile the shipping firm 
entrusted with the curious order Is 
carefully collecting the consignment, 
and is busily engaged In selecting 
“genuine mousera" ln the hope that the 
consignees will be satisfied.

The Board of Edu¬ 
cation decided likewise. Business will 
be suspended Wednesday afternoon. 

Floral tributes in profusion from 
friends In many States are arriving. 

An there is a detachment of Untiled 
Btates regular Infantry’ on guard at the 
McKinley vault in West Lawn cem* 
lery, where the remains of Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinley will rest until the national mau¬ 
soleum is completed, there will be am¬ 
ple guard for the protection of the 
President while at the toxnb. 

A portion of (his detachment can 
easily be available for service at the 
McKinley home if such action Is 
thought necessary to insure the safety 
of tlie noted guests and keep back the 
expected crowd of onlookers.

Dr. Bixey Tells of Last Moments of 
Mrs. McKinley. 

Washington, May 27.—Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral Rixoy returned to-day ftv>m Can¬ 


ton. where he had been summoned by 
the Illness of Mrs. McKinley. He gave 
the following account of the passing of 
Mrs. McKinley: 

"Mrs. McKinley recognised Secretary 
Cortelyou and myself on our arrival 
FTiduy morning, although she had 
been In a Fomi-comatose condition for 
twenty-four hours, attended by I*ra 
Fortrnarm and Eyman. her local phy¬ 
sicians, and friends. Her face bright¬ 
ened, and with one of those sweet 
smiles for which she was noted, she 
spoke a few words of welcome and 
gratitude that we hud come to her. 
After this up to the last she was 
aroused with difficulty, but seemed to 
recognize the voices of Justice and Mrs. 
Day on Saturday morning. 

"Yes, she died as a child going to 
sleep, quietly, peacefully, without a 
struggle, and as Kh© breathed the last 
few breaths of thla life, the expression 
of her face changed, the lines of pain 
and sorrow seemed to leave It. and she 
looked as she must have appeared in 
her girlhood, before the physical afflic¬ 
tion from which she suffered for thirty 
years came to her In her early mother¬ 
hood."

Hargis Must Answer.

Judge Hargis was in bettor spirits 
to-night than at any time since the 
prosecutions began to pile up against 
him, three years ago. and he expressed 
genuine regret that none of the Com¬ 
monwealth's attorneys were here to 
proceed with the trial.

He 
said the confessions of ail of the men 
had been made a good Investment for 
him, as It relieved him of the respons¬ 
ibility of their future, as he wus ready 
to stand by the accused men whom he 
knew to be innocent. He said the day 
John Smith made his confession to the 
correspondent at Jackson that he call¬ 
ed to him first and asked him for 
money, as did John Abner, and he told 
them both to go ahead and confess, as 
he knew* no Jury in the world who 
would believe them after seeing them 
on the witness stand. 

Judge Hargis expressed the belief 
that Attorney Floyd Byrd had at last 
realized his mistake ln trying to hang 
or imprison him with such men as 
have been swearing against him, and 
would refuse to further continue ln his 
efforts. Strange as It may seem. Judge 
Hargis apparently bears no great ill- 
will against any of the men who he 
sayshave been prosecuting him. He says 
that had Attorney Byrd refused at the 
outset to have anything to do with the 
malicious purpose of Sam Sett and 
others of his enemies to hound him, he 
w’ould have been the strongest man In 
the mountains to-day. He said, further, 
that such pressure had been brought to 
bear gn him during the past feiv years 
to effect a compromise for the good of 
the entire eastern section of the States 
but that as the fight had not been of his 
making he did not feel that he could 
honestly enter Into any such agreement.

Realizes Damage To Mountains.

.Monday Evening. May 27—The New 
York stock market was extremely weak 
throughout the session, closing near the 
day’s lowest price*, with substantial net 
looses. 

Money on call was easy at 1H to 2 per 
cent., ruling at IV Time looms were 
easier At Vfc to 5. Sterling exchange was 
steady. 

Wheat touched new high prices In the 
Chicago market, but suffered same set¬ 
back, the July option closing with a net 
gain of %q to ^c. Corn Was *4C higher 
and oats were up 4iic to *4c. 

The cotton market opened steady at un¬ 
changed prices to an advance of 6 points, 
moved within a comparatively narrow 
range and closed 3 points lower to 2 points 
higher than the opening. 

The Chicago cattle market was Bteady 
to strong, the hog market 5c to 10c lower 
and the sheep market steady. 


Two Good Recommendations. 

The Mohawk conference on Interna¬ 
tional orbit nation was divided with ref¬ 
erence to recommenAlr.g to The Hague 
Peare Conference the subject of the 
limitation of armaments. The majority 
were opposed to any sudh reoommonda- 
tion, not because they were not In 
favor of limitation, but because 4 tliey 
thought public sentiment had not 
been sufficiently educated to make such 
discussion fruitful. The forces against 
the limitation seem at present so 
strong that any disemtrsion of the sub¬ 
ject would be without good result. 

The platform adopted by the con¬ 
ference recommended stated meetings 
of The Hague Conference, that It be 
made a judicial tribunal for the ad¬ 
judication of Internal lonl questions 
and that a general arbitration treaty 
bo made for the settlement of disputes. 
A* to the practicability of those rec¬ 
ommendations opinions may well differ. 
But there are two other points in the 
platform concerning which there ought 
not to be room for a great deal of con¬ 
troversy. 

The first of these recommendations 
is for the inviolability of private 
property at sea In time of war. This 
Idea was long ago pronosed and hits 
received the commendation of many 
eminent men and the Indorsement of 
several powerful nations, but so far It 
lias not been Incorporated Into interna¬ 
tional law'. The drift of intelligent 
amttmem among commercial nations 
is nearly all that way. An agreement 
recognising the principle as a part of 
the law of nations might possibly give 
9 jme trouble in Its enforcement, but the 
recognition could not fail to be useful 
and Its application by prize courts In 
all countries would go far to mitigate 
the evils that have resulted from a 
failure to observe it heretofore. 

The other declaration which seems 
well warranted is to the effect that 
there- should be no armed intervention 
to collect private claims when the 
debtor nation Is willing to submit the 
master to arbitration. The civilized 
worid has for some time been growing 
very weary of the system of collecting 
debt* by blockades, the seizure of cus¬ 
tom houses aiul the like. The claims 
so collected are sometimes of doubt- 
Xul validity and the disturbance to the 
oommerce of countries not in fault is 
•Ooh as to make the system very ob¬ 
jectionable. It has been Upheld largely 
because there are some countries that 
show no disposition to respect their 
obHg&tlons and the only argument 
that has any effect upon them Is a dis¬ 
play of fence, or the threat of It. It is 
pretty well known, for example, that 
the Sultan of Turkey, while profuse In 
promises, will not pay any dUrputid 
claim until he is forced or scared into 
action. But in cases where & nation is 
willing to abldo by the Judgment of 
impartial arbitrators there U no need 
for force anti the peaceful method 1* 
altogether better. There remains, of 
cour.se, the case of countries that fail 
or refuse to carry out the Judgment at 
a court of arbltrajtion, but the recom¬ 
mendation does not apply to a cose of 
ttat sort. There will stin remain th« 
necessity of resorting to force in case* 
where nothing else wf.l answer the 
y rpoee and such are uv to occur 
*rhi> human nature n.. Jrs as Jt is 
Mul there slv.uld be no resort to armed 
^ a 


of Unionism. In 1881 Henry Clay was 
dead. He had been succeeded In pop¬ 
ular favor by John Cabell Berckln- 
ridge. Both In personality and oratory 
Guthrie was no match for Breckin¬ 
ridge. Crittenden was an old roan. 
Yet. holding the machinery of the 
Stale Government, the States' Rights 
men. as they coiled themselves to es¬ 
cape the rather odious term Secession¬ 
ist, were unable to maintain them¬ 
selves. 

The circumstances of the fight over 
Neutrality are hardly worth recalling. 
It was a clever scheme of the Unionists 
to obtain delay and thus to circumvent 
the Disunlonlsts. Either side was doing 
Its uttermost to secure the advantage. 
Neutrality was too transparent to de¬ 
ceive anybody; it should have misled 
nobody, perhaps it did not. Anyway, 
the Confederates were driven out, not 
again permanently to return, and, al¬ 
though the Kentucky Unionists were 
supported by the full power of the Gen¬ 
eral Government, this, being the merest 
consequence of war and the operation 
of armies, was from the first a matter 
of course, and, In view of after events, 
scarce justifies tho importance Captain 
Speed gives it. 

We may Lake It for granted that 
upon a fair vote Kentucky was for the 
Union and against the Confederacy. 
Certainly the Union roll presents us as 
many famous and honored n^mc3 as tho 
Confederate roll—a circumstance of 
which every Kentuckian worthy of his 
birthright is proud—so that the proof 
to this effect offered by Captain Speed 
merely puts In black and white, and 
stereotypes, a sufficient answer to a 
very nearly, If not wholly, forgotten 
calumny.

“The Union Cause In Kentucky.’’

Captain Thomas Speed, than whom 
there neve* lived a better citizen, or a 
more typical American, had completed 
before he died a history of "The Union 
Cause In Kentucky.” This makes a 
handsome volume of over three hundred 
and fifty pages, which has Just been 
Issued from the press of the book-pub¬ 
lishing firm of G. P. Putnam's Sons. 

It furnishes a valuable addition to the 
interesting chronicle of the period from 
I860 to 1885. 

The book lias for Us preface "A Fore¬ 
word” from the pen of Mr. Justice 
Harlan, of the Supreme Court of the 
United State* Captain Speed and Judge 
Harlxin served gallantly In tho Union, 

Army; each of them sprang from a 
distinguished Kentucky family; and 
there seems in many ways a fitness 
that their names should be linked to¬ 
gether in these pages. It is most re 
grot table that Captain .Speed did not 
live to see his labor of love and duty 
in print. His untimely death was tho 
occasion of sincere and universal grief 
throughout the city where he was born 
and which he made his home. 

Bo«th Justice Harlan in his "Fore¬ 
word” and Captain Speed in the chap 
ters that follow, seom to have been Im¬ 
pressed by the statement of certain 
writers that it was the Bluegrass coun¬ 
try. representing the Aristocracy ot 
Kentucky, which st-nt most soldiers to 
tho Confederate Army In the great 
Sectional Conflict, "while the Union 
troops," according to flhaJer, whom 
Captain Speed quotes "though from all 
parts of the State, came In greatest 
abundance from those who dw’dt on 
thinner soils.” 

Measured by families neither side of 
the fighting Kentuckians had anything 
to claim over the other. Not only was 
there a fair division of wealth and ped 
lgree apportioned between the two 
armies, but many of the most dis¬ 
tinguished Kentucky families were 
themselves divided. The point is of 
minor Importune© and would be of none 
at all except that in those days it was 
the fashion at the South to hold in 
contempt, more or less affected and 
wholly mistaken, all that were allied 
with ‘{the Yankees.” Naturally, men 
like Harlan and Speed resented this at 
the time and resent it still. II had, a9 
Captain Speed abuntantly shows, no 
foundation in fact. 

That the Kentuckians who fought on 
either side in the War of Secession 
were “thoroughbreds" is sufficiently at¬ 
tested by the roster of their field serv¬ 
ice; but* If anything wore wanting to 
the record, it w r as supplied by their 
coming together after the war. Blood 
proved thicker than water. “Once a 
Kentuckian, always a Kentuckian," be¬ 
came tho law alike for tho victors and 
the vanquished; and to this end n" 
one contributed more by his gener¬ 
ous example and his sturdy and beau¬ 
tiful manhood than Captain Thomas 
Speed himself.

If, In seeking to cast up and balance 
the account between the Unionists and 
Confederates of Kentucky, wo 3hould 
go back to the early days of stubborn 
contention, then of bitter controversy, 
and finally of actual battle, no two His¬ 
torians would be likely to agree; but, 
after the passage of nearly fifty years 
the few survivors of the conflict might 
not find themselves quite so wide apart 
cither as to the facts, or the moral of 
the time. 

The future Historian of tho Ameri¬ 
can Republic will marvel how a people 
so homogeneous and so happy, so wed¬ 
ded to the Union and Its free institu¬ 
tion*. could have found no better way 
of getting rid of African, Slavery than, 
of going to War about IL He will mar¬ 
vel how a people so prosperous us the 
people of the Southern States, living 
the ideal life of the planter and patri¬ 
cian, could have so mlsmeasured the 
forces of the tlm© and the movements 
of the world as to risk their all In a 
practically hopeless War. He will find 
but a single explanation and that of 
the highest credit to human kind— 
though of very doubtful wisdom—that 
the average man is os a rule readier to 
fight for his rights, or fancied rights, 
than for his property; that upon a 
question of honor, or imaginary honor, 
he does not commonly count the cost; 
that, resenting insult ami aggression, 
he draws his sword without much par¬ 
ley and flings the scabbard away. In 
other words, he acts first, and thinks 
afterward.

A Tardy Recognition. 

The present year being the centennial 
of Robert Fulton's first trip of his 
steamboat, the Clermont, from New 
York to Albany, a suggestion has been 
made that It be commemorate^ appro¬ 
priately by the city government The 
Idea of celebrating centennials of every 
kind has grown so popular that it 
would argue unfavorably for our first 
c<ty. In point of population and wealth, 
to ignore one so Important as that of 
the birth of steam navigation. The 
suggestion does not call for a World'* 
Fair, or anything of that scope, and In 
that it Is an exception to what seems 
to be growing Into a fixed rule. It 
merely proposes to provide for the 
transformation of the waterfront of the 
city, between One Hundred and Four¬ 
teenth and One Hundred and Fifteenth 
streets, into a memorial water gate or 
landing baain for passenger steamers. 

This Is a practical and sensible sug¬ 
gestion, not only as a memorial to Ful¬ 
ton, but as a much-needed improvement 
upon the present plan of landing pas¬ 
sengers upon crowded piers, entailing 
discomfort and producing very unfavor¬ 
able impressions of the city upon one 
vlailing It for the first time. New York 
has done scant Justice to Fulton, and It 
is high time that she was awakening to 
a proper sense of her neglect of his 
memory. His body lies buried In an 
obscure crypt of the Livingston family, 
in Trinity churchyard, with no monu¬ 
ment or other evidence of its presence 
there, while marble effigies of men w'ho

Beginning June 1, New York Is to 
have a trial of the taximeter cabs. A 
taximeter Is a measure of speed, and 
so of distance, and a cab equipped with 
such a measure l* called In London, 
foi* short, a taxicab. Whether the same 
nomenclature will prevail on this side 
of the jwater Is questionable, but It may 
be adopted.

The Famine In China. 

Official Intelligence h«as been received 
at Washington from China that the 
famine which has prevailed In the 
coastal country, north of Shanghai, 
caused by flood*, 1* so flar relieved that 
further contributions ore not necessary. 
The district thus affected embraces a 
population of nearly twenty nfil lions* 
and for many months the suffering w*a* 
extreme, owing to the destruction of 
the crops. But relief was sent from 
nJl parts of the civilized world, and 
this, with the nW given by the Chinese 
Government and voluntary home con¬ 
tributions, have tided the afflicted pop¬ 
ulation over the great calamity. The 
famine has at loot been broken by the 
ripening of the now crops. The prin¬ 
cipal relief from this country was 
through tho American National Red 
Cross, which In the post *lx months 
has received in money contributions 
$320,000, besides a huge quanitfry of 
seed wheat and flour. Of th© money 
thus contriburted, the Christian Her¬ 
ald, of New' York, collected $250,004. 
The relief ho* been a-pplied chiefly 
through tho Shun glut I Relief Commit¬ 
tee. composed of foreign Consuls, prom¬ 
inent merchants and Chinese gentry, 
and lib© Missionary Relief ComxnftVte© 
of Chhikieng. The reports indicate that 
the relief thus provided by Americans 
has proved of vast benefit, and has 
doubtless prevented thousands of 
deaths and much suffering. The Red 
Crow has gi-ven notice that no further 
contributions ore required. 

v Thc sympathy thus manifested by 
the people of the United States has 
been gratefully recognized by the Chi¬ 
nese, and tens led to an evident eradi¬ 
cation of a cert&in antagonism which 
for a time was manifested in the boy¬ 
cotting erf American imports. All such 
demonstrations have ceased, and the 
Indication* are thait the trade relations 
between the two countries will not be 
again disturbed by similar demonstra¬ 
tion*.

When it was made 
public tlrut the City Council would aban¬ 
don the ground a few ol tht* bodies, what 
ccuJd be found of them at bast, were 
taken up. but many were not touched. 
,.t this time there were many tombstones, 
bat it was not long until them- disappeared 
and the mound® nettled to a levvl with 
the surrounding salt At this time there 
1 * not the slightest tract of the old grave®. 

The first cemetery wns on the river 
fc;#nk, and- hero forty members of the 
V ret United States regiment, who died 
while doing duty at Fort Steuben prior 
to 1790, were burled, tn time the liver be- 
r*n to encroach on tho cemetery to ®uch 
an extent that the bodies were removed to 
the fool of Chestnut street. From Jeffer- 
DOAVillo the regiment went to Cincinnati 
and for four ji*r« wos engaged In a enm- 
palgn under Hammer. St. Clair and 
Wayne against the lndluns. 

HXALTH IN INDIANA SCHOOLS. 


Borden cf Circular Letter Sent Out 
By State Board. 

A wsrnrng Which applies to school build¬ 
ings In the vicinity of Jeffersonville and 
other parta of Clark county, Ind . has 
been Issued by the Indiana State Beard of 
Health In the form of a circular that I* 
being widely circulated, the Intention be¬ 
ing to awaken an interest on the subject 
of ventilation, lighting and better drink¬ 
ing water. The circular states that nln> 
out of ten eehoolhouee® In the State are 
baddy ventilated and the cb idren suffer 
from that cause. In s^nv Instance?®, It 
is asserted, sicknes® ha 9 resulted. Parents 
are urged. If such an extreme be found 
necessary, to stop work and’ spend the!r 
last penny to prevent their children being 
Injured in an open way. 

The circular says that a school room In 
which there Is a stove Is never evenly ven¬ 
tilated and warmed. It Is asserted that 
the sir Is warmed over and over again, 
making it foul. The children near the 
stoves, the circular say®, become over¬ 
heated and csinnot study, while those In 
a more distant part of the room suffer 
from the cold'Aru cannot keep their minds 
on their books. Ae a result both extremes 
bring about bad colds and make the con¬ 
ditions generally unhealthy. It Is assert¬ 
ed that not to give the children proper 
ventilation !s a form of air starvation. 

The board advocates that the window 
space should be equal to one-sixth of th- 
floor area and that light should be al¬ 
lowed to come In from om* side of tho 
: ng. It ohould fall. It Is suggested, 
from the j^tde and behind and over the 
left shoulders of the children. Windows 
on both elite* result In cross lights, which 
are sold to cause eye ptraln, headaches

dingtoced the ball games there last year. 
The New York Times, commenting on 
this, attributes it to the fact 'that a large 
majority of the people whom profession¬ 
al baseball attracts are "5 dull and ruf¬ 
fianly lot. on on Intellectual and moral lev¬ 
el with the players and exploiters of the 
game.’ 

"The Times says that 'the baseball 
crowd is by no means representative of 
anything except the conditions to which 
professionalism and commercialism have 
hrought one of the finest gumig cveFln- 
vented;’ and claims that while New York 
is a big city, it has no legitimately leisured 
class to eupply the multitude who devote 
a whole week-day -afternoon to unproduc¬ 
tive Idleness.* 

"We consider this statement untrue, un¬ 
just and wholly unwarranted. Five thou¬ 
sand spectators would be a large average 
attendance for a baseball game in New 
York City; ten thousand would be a 
crowd. There are two million people llv 
Ing on Manhattan Island, not counting the 
surrounding territory and visitors to the 
city. A bill game attendance of ten 
thousand people would only mean that 
five persons in every thousand of the ac¬ 
tual population had gone to see a game 
which takes place late enough 4n the aft¬ 
ernoon to allow many kinds of workers to 
have finished their ckiy’s work, and for 
whom a ball game is a legitimate diver¬ 
sion and source of enjoyraeut. 

"The ball game pntrona of New York 
City may be *a dull and ruffianly lot,’ but 
this is decidedly not true id Ftoaton, where 
the season la generally opened by the 
Governor of the State and the Mayor of 
Boston, and at every game may be seen a 
fair representation of people from every 
walk In life. w*ho revel In the gome. 

’Close games and exciting plays may de¬ 
velop enthusiasm in th*- spectators, but 
there is rarely in Boston an occasion to 
criticise the audience for being 'ruffianly.'

TWO NEGROES FIGHT AND ONE 
IS KILLED. 


Edward Lyons Says He Shot Jerry 
Taylor In Self-Dsfens®—Alleged 
Accomplices Arrested. 


Edward Lyons, colored, shot and killed 
Jerry Thy lor, also colored, on the Browns- 
boro road, half a mile from khe city 
limits, at 6:30 o'clock last night, because, 
he ulleges, Tbylor attacked him with a 
pair of brass knocks when he was nsk*d 
to pay rixty cents Hun be had lost in a 
game of craps. The two negroes en¬ 
gaged in the gum* in tike middle of the 
road and In the presence of several oth- r 
negroe-. Taylor lost perri sternly and 
Anally was Indebted to Lyons to the ex¬ 
tent of sixty cents. Not having the 
money to pay his debt. It is said, be at¬ 
tempted to "bully" Lyons by threatening 
him with a pair of knucks and a knife, 
whereupon the latter flred two shots at 
him, one of which pierced the heart and 
caused instant death. 

Lyons was arrested and lodged In Jail 
on the charge of murder after a lively 
chase by the police through a woods bor¬ 
dering the Brow ns boro road and between 
Ewing and Laurel streets. Mounted Pa¬ 
trolmen Merrlfield and Coons and Consta¬ 
ble Shumate made the arrest. Lyons ad¬ 
mits sh«x>tlng Taylor, but alleges that 
he fired In self-defense. 

When the negro was token Into custody 
he alleged that the revolver was given 
him by a negro named Buck Knight ajter 
he was attacked by Taylor. Acting on 
this Information the patrolman went to 
Knight's home, which is.situated near the 
place where the shooting was done, and 
dragged Knight out of bed. Tlie negro 
was charged with being an accessory to 
the murder. 

After the shooting. It l* alleged that 
William Smith, also colored, who Is said 
to have been one of the bystanders, aided 
Lyons in escaping to the woods. H* was 
arrested on the charge of aJdlng a crimi¬ 
nal to escape. All of the negroes are em¬ 
ployed In a stone quarry on the Work- 
house road. Lyons lives at 1372 Mellwood 
avenue, while Taylor lived on the Browns- 
road.

SCORE LOSSES. 


Prices Recede U nder Persist¬ 
ent Liquidation. 


WHEAT AND COTTON DP; OTHER 
STOCKS DOWN. 


TEMPORARY SUPPORT CHECKS 
DECLINE TEMPORARILY. 


RUSH TO TAKE PROFITS. 


New York, May 27.—With the price cf 
wheat and cotton booming upward, the 
values of stock, as quoted on the New 
York Stock Exchange, turned down¬ 
ward under persistent liquidation again 
to-day, and scored losses ranging from 
5% to 2 points for tho leaders. Opening 
weak, the market continued Its down¬ 
ward trend until the closing hour, when 
profit-taking by the bears checked the 
movement and brought about recoveries 
of a point or more in the mo9t active 
stocks. 

The break in prices was attributed to 
persistent selling, much of which is 
said to have come from Western houses 
actuated by the reports of damage to 
the wheat crop by frosts. Professional 
bears took quick advantage of the sell¬ 
ing and gave the movement vigorous 
assistance. Reading, which has been 
the leader In several similar move¬ 
ments lately, was one of the earliest 
to succumb to urgent liquidation, drop¬ 
ping 3M* points In the first hour. 

Union Pacific, Canadian Pacific. 
Amalgamated Copper, Southern Rail¬ 
way. St. Paul and Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit were swept into the wave of 
liquidation, and throughout the fore¬ 
noon recorded steadily dropping prices. 
Temporary support afforded to some of 
the most active stocks checked the de¬ 
cline soon after noon, but an engage¬ 
ment of $800,000 gold for shipment for 
Paris gave the bear traders renewed 
courage, and after 1 o’clock crumbled 
away until new low records for the 
year were established. 

By 2 o’clock Canadian Pacific was 
down seven points from Saturday’s 
close, Reading six. Smelting five. St. 
Paul and Illinois Central 4*4. Union Pa¬ 
cific 4^ and Amalgamted Copper 3%. 

In the closing hour a rush of shorts 
to take their profits of the day rallied 
prices a point or more.

MEAT MAY JUMP. 

Prices Expected To Soar As Result of 
Beef Trust’s Action. 

Chicago. May 27.—Meat prices in 
Chicago may Jump skyward this week 
unless the Beef Trust recedes from Its 
recently announoed Intention to delay 
payment on certain of Its live stock 
purchases until they have passed the 
Government post-mortem examination. 

The packers notified the commission 
firms that beginning to-day they no 
longer would stand the loss on con¬ 
demned caittle, and In order to protect 
themselves they had found it necessary 
to refuse payment on "cowstuff” until 
it has passed the Government inspect¬ 
ors. f 9 

During the latter part of last week 
thousands of letters and telegrams 
were sent out by the commission men 
to their customers, notifying them of 
the action that had been taken by the 
packers and advising them to withhold 
all shipments of cattle to the big mar¬ 
kets controlled by the trust until the 
difficulty is adjusted. This Is expected 
to cut the meat supply tremendously 
before the week Is over, and prices are 
expected to go up correspondingly. 

GRAIN RATE HEARING 

HELD IN EVANSVILLE. 


Evansville. Ind., May 27.—Judge 
James S. Harlan, representing the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission, held a 
hearing here this morning and took 
evidence on the differentiated rate now 
existing between the local points In 
Kentucky and the cities of Evansville. 
Henderson and tmtontown on the Illi¬ 
nois Central railroad. 

Complaints filed with the commis¬ 
sion alleged discrimination on the part 
of the Illinois Central In favor of Ken 
tucky cities.

NEW GOLF COURSE 


PROJECTED BY MEMBERS 
LOUISVILLE CLUB. 


OF 


Present Links On River Road Too 
Often Overflowed For Com¬ 
fort of Players. 


Plans were set on foot last night by 
100 members of the Louisville Golf Club 
to secure a new site for the club’s golf 
links, now located on the River road 
New links aTe desired for the reason that 
the present course lies low and near to 
the river, and Is frequently overflowed 
during high water This has been the 
rase twice this spring During the flood 
in January and March water covered the 
course to the depth of several feet and 
k-ft two deposits of river silt and sand 
w hich have covered-the course to a depth 
of about tw*o inches. This has seriously 
Interfered with the golf players, and ha* 
mode an otherwise admirable course poor 
and made an immense amount of wotk 
necessary to pm It in shape. 

The meeting which was held last night 
was not a regular meeting of the club, 
but was called by some Individual mem¬ 
bers. who thought the time had come for 
some definite action. The attendance at 
The Seel bach, where the meeting was 
held. %as one of the largest In the his¬ 
tory of the club, showing-the interest of 
the members generally in the proposed 
change. 

F. N. Hartwell was made chairman of 
the meeting. A map of Louisville and 
vicinity was displayed and several sites 
were pointed out as available for golf 
courses. Two of these are on the Peweo 
Valley traction line, one at Bashaw’s Sta¬ 
tion and one near Callahan’s 8tation. An¬ 
other site near Glenview w'as suggested, 
one on the Taylorsville road, one near 
Cherokee Park and one on the Prospect 
line The site at Callahan’s was regard¬ 
ed most favorably. 

After much discussion the chairman wtis 
authorized to appoint a committee of 
thTee members to confer with a like com¬ 
mittee of three members to be named by 
the president of the cJub for the purpose 
of reporting what alto can be best se- 
curtdQnd plans for financing the project. 

A tract of land embracing about 125 
acres Is needed for a golf course, and It 
is planned to have an *dghteen-hole coursn 
to be one of the best ln the country. Tho 
club has recently changed the old course 
from a nine-hole course to an elghteen- 
hol# course and has been to considerable 
oxfgmse. A n*w course could not be cotn- 
pleted in 1 ss than a year. An attempt 
was made two years ago to secure a new 
course, but the matter was dropped for 
the time being.

Hamburg-American Line Sixtieth 

Anniversary. 

Sixty years In existence, the Hamburg- 
Amerloan Line to-day can point to the 
largest ocean steamship fleet In the world, 
whftsr house-flag is known on every sea 
and in the chief port of every continent. 
It is difficult to realize wliat this verita¬ 
ble armada of commerce has accom¬ 
plished. On May 27, 1&47, the company 
was established with a modest capital and 
high hopes. Three clipper ships were built 
and the battle with the British began for 
control of ocean transportation. 1 he 
Deutschland, Norilameriku and Thoin 
weir© the pioneer vessels. The iSlbe, 
Oder and Donnu followed, and the “tie-si" 
averaged about 71* tons a vessel.

George Hartx. who, according to the 
Commonwealth’s cvldnce, merely went 
gunning for negroes because he felt in the 
humor for it and because> plemty of thorn 
happened to be hundy, was given twelve 
years in the penitentiary In the Criminal 
Court yesterday on the charge of volun¬ 
tary manslaughter. The Jury was eight 
een minutes In reaching this verdict. The 
defendant was accused of the murder of 
Frank Douglass, colored, and the killing 
occurred in the saloon of Bumann & 
Butlke. at 262 East Green street, on F» b 
ruary 27. Douglass was shot through the 
neck and shoulder and died in three days. 

Thomas Thy lor, another negro, who had 
come within the line of Hortz's fire, and 
was struck in the shoulder, hud been sum¬ 
moned ns a witness In the case, but did 
not appear. Since the killing he had gone 
to Sulphur. The defendant swore that 
while he was standing at the bar Doug¬ 
lass attempted to rob him and drew a 
knife and made nt him 

The Commonwealth, however, charged 
that this was a cook-up story, and tiwit 
while Hart* was standing drinking with 
two negroes he drew a long-barreled for¬ 
ty-five-caliber revolver from his pocket 
with the remark: "I’ll get that nigger 

- -." moaning Douglass, who was 

only a fr*w feet away with his back turn¬ 
ed. The range of the bullet through Doug¬ 
lass' body indicated that It had been fired 
from the rear. 

After the first shot was fled Hartz Is al¬ 
leged to have turned his weapon on an¬ 
other negro with the remark that he 
would "get that one, too.” His finger, 
however, caught on the triggard guard 
and the weapon was taken from him. 
Hartz Is thirty years of age.

It is planned by the com¬ 
mittee to secure the support of all whole¬ 
sale and retail liquor organization* first. 
Mr. Brown desires to receive communi¬ 
cations from all sources. He has received 
communications from all clasps, from 
ministers to saloonkeepers. On * minuter 
suggested that members of the L.cer.se 
Board should be Judges on the bench. 
Others have suggested that the number 
of suloons In a city he limited and that 
the llcetip be made perpetual during the 
good behavior of the licensee and as long 
os the- vote of the residents of the dis¬

The meeting to-day will be preliminary 
In nature nnd plans for the campaign will 
bo di5vu».«d and probably outlined.

Magistrate Edward O’Connor stated 
yesterday that R. W. Bingham. County 
Attorney, had come to his office Satur¬ 
day afternoon and taken from a case on 
his desk about fifty blnnk warrants with¬ 
out hi* consent and over the protest of 
John Stanford, who was there keeping 
the office while the others were out. He 
stated further that while it was a piece 
of assurance on the part of .Mr.** Bingham 
he had, after considering the matter, con¬ 
cluded not to take any steps against him. 

The name of Magistrate Irvine Hamp’on 
was substituted for that of Magistrate 
O'Connor by Mr. Bingham and used on 
the warrants in the movement Inaugu¬ 
rated Saturday against alleged Sunday¬ 
closing violators. Mr. Bingham denies 
any culpability In taking tho warrants 
and yesterday made the *ollowing state¬ 
ment: 

1 have not seen a statement by Squire 
O'Connor, which I understand will ap¬ 
pear to-dAy. but I learn that he charges 
substantially that 1 took about forty 
blank warrants from his office, and that 
his representative at the office objected 
to my doing so. The facts in the matter 
are these: 

On Saturday afternoon, about 4 o’clock, 

I went. In company with Mr. Fox, to John 
P Morton A Co.'s to secure a number of 
blank warrants, forgetting that their 
place of business wus closed ou Saturday 
afternoon. Finding Morton's closed. 1 
went to the office of Squire M»*glemry, 
and found his office closed and locked. I 
then went to the office of Squire O’Oon- 
nor, still in company with Mr. Fox. and 
when we flrat entered no one else was in 
the office, but in a moment or two a man 
came in whom I had seen about Squire 
O'Connor s office, and I told him that I 
wanted to get some blank warrants, if he 
could let me have them. He hesitated at 
first to do so, but I then told him that I 
was the County Attorney, and ho very 
kindly agreed to kit me have the warrants 
and showed me where they were. I 
counted out fifty of tlmse blank warrants, 
and told him that I would replace them 
on Monday. As they were printed in the 
name of Squire O'Connor, of course It 
was necessary to erase his name and put 
the name of Squire Irvin Hampton, In 
whose court the warrants were to bo is¬ 
sued. 

Heretofore all of the Magistrates have 
apparently been glad to accommodate 
both the County Attorney and Assistant 
County Attorney in matters of this kind, 
and neither of us has hesitated to borrow 
papers of this sort when there was any 
necessity for It. It Is unfortunate that I 
should have assumed that Squire O'Con¬ 
nor would act courteously In this or any 
other matter, or that he would be willing, 
even In this slight way, to aid in the en¬ 
forcement of the law.

SOME SUGGESTIONS 



MADE BY HEALTH OFFICER ON 
KEEPING WELL. 


He Thinks of Several Things the 
City and Its People Ought. To 
Do This Summer. 


For the betterment of health conditions 
In Louisville during the summer months. 
Dr. M. K. Allen. Health Officer, yester¬ 
day made the following suggestions, 
which. If carried out, will tend to reduce 
the death rate materially. 

"First. I would suggest that the city 
sprinkle twice a week all the ponds with¬ 
in the city limits with oil. This work 
should be started each year about the 
middle of May and continued until Sep¬ 
tember. It will have the effect of dimin¬ 
ishing the number of mosquitoes, as stag¬ 
nant ponds are great breeding places for 
the pests. Before the mosquitoes can bo 
exterminated from Louisville, however, it 
will be necessary for every householder 
to contribute to the cause by seeing to It 
that no old bottles, tin cans, or any re¬ 
ceptacle capable of holding water Is al¬ 
lowed to remain in his yard. 

"Second, all weeds on vacant lots should 
be mowed down, They are not only un¬ 
sightly, but they servo as hiding places 
for a lot of trash that propagates dis¬ 
ease. 

"Third, the streets should be sprinkled 
every day. either with oil or water. Dust 
that is picked up by the wind and blown 
into the homes Is a great disseminator 
of disease. 

"Fourth, th© supply of milk should be 
examined closely by all housewives and 
when they find that It contains filth of 
anv kind the matter should be reported 
to‘this office. The use of preservatives 
and coloring matter In milk Is practically 
a thing of the past, so for as Louisville Is 
concerned, but our main fight now Is for 
clean milk." 

Dr. Allen asserted that Kentucky !s 
lacking In competent veterinarians and 
suggested that It would be wise for the 
next Legislature to pass a law requiring 
a more stringent examination for veteri¬ 
narians before they are allowed to prac¬ 
tice In this State.

Lettings for twenty-three new granitoid 
sidewalks will be made by Ihe Board of 
Public Works to-morrow. In all. there 
will be nbout 6.800 square yards of new 
sidewalks to be made, and the probable 
cost has been estimated at $14,000. 

The streets to be Improved are as fol¬ 
lows: Unpaved portions of both sides of 
Baxter avenue, from Cherokee Parkway 
to the city limits: east side of Brook | 
street, from Broadway to Jacob avenue; 
northwest side of longest avenue, from l 
Bassett avenue to Ray avenue; south side 
of Breckinridge street, from Fifth street 
to Sixth street; east side of Eighth 
street, from Lucas Place to Chestnut 
street; both sides of York street, from 
Fifth street to Sixth street; north side of 
Broadway, from Third avenue to Fourth 
avenue: north side of Chestnut street, 
from Third avenue to a point 170 feet 
west: both sides of Magnolia avenue, 
from First streeV to Floyd street; east 
side of Fourth avenue, from M.tgmolia 
avenue to JHU street; wont side of Fourth 
avenue, from Hill street to A street; both 
side* of Hill street, from Fourth avenue 
to F! f th street east side of Blxth street, 
from Market street to Court Place; south 
side of Virginia avenue, from Twenty- 
eighth street to Beech avenue. 


Hubert Vreeland. Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture. has called a meeting of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee of the State Board of 
Agriculture, which Is the governing body 
of the State Fair, for Friday at noon.

Aside from Douglas Park the board has 
options on property In the eastern, south¬ 
ern and western suburbs of the city. Op¬ 
tions are now being taken on another 
piece of property In the Weat End. which 
is near Shawnee Park, and Is said to be 
available for fair purposes.
